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During these remarks King had stated that in his one and 
one-half da.y8 In Chicago he has spent aost of his tlae in 
conference vith representatives of local civil rights 
organisations and has been able to see and understand 
Chicago*s problems in depth. He pointed out ttie inequities 
in housing for Hegroes here, the burdens of unemployment, 
and the general economic exploitation of the Negro, stating 
that nev approaches to the solutions of these problems are 
now called for. The SCIC program in Chicago is to be based 
on tvo main tactics, that of confrontation and a concentration 
of action. 

In the preparation stage of the SCLC program here, 
vhicb stage we are now in, King stated there is to be a 
concentration on mobilization of forces, a mobilization which 
has been in effect since September, 1965, when the first 

8CLC staff workers arrived in Chicago. Forces to be mobilized 
by the movement here will be the churches, hopefully a 
complete involvement of the ministry here, college and high 
Bihncl s'iudects, the 100,000 unemployed Negroes, and neighbor- 
hoods, the latter term meaning households and families on a 
door-to~door basis. In connection with the increased effort 
here, additional SCI>C personnel will be sent to Chicago. 

The f iL'^st ph%Bd of this developmental approach to . 
aitisn will bs tta"i cf organizing and educating the people 
icvclved to the issues. It is anticipated, according to King, 
th&t by Ms-rch 1, 1966, certain of these key issues will have 
e-?3lved and bs clarified for all concerned, and tactics 
sur:;roundlQg these Issues will be decided on a day-to-day basis.

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN OF THE PRESS, WE HAVE INVITED YOU 
HERE TO ANNOUNCE Ti.E LAUNCHING OF THE PI1ST SIGNIFICANT 
NORTHERN FREEDOM MOVEMENT EVER ATIEMPTED BY MAJOR CIVIL RIGHTS 
FORCES, THE SOUTHERN CHRISTIAN LEADERSHIP CONFERENCE'S ^.l^IRST 
SUSTAINED NORTHERN MOVEMENT WILL BE DIRECTED AGAINST PUBLIC 
AMD PRIVATE INSTITUTIONS — WHICH OVER THE YEARS — HAVE CREATED 
INFAMOUS SLUM CONDITIONS DIRECTLY RESPONSIBLE FOR THE INVOLUNTAHY

THE CITY ADMINISTRATION REFUSES TO RENDER ADEQUATE

ALL. 

12) THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT: 

THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT HAS YET TO INITIATE A CREATIVE

ISSUES. THEREFORE, \fE ARE PREPARED TO CONCENTRATE ALL OP OUR 
FORCES AROUND ANY AND ALL ISSUES . 
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PRESENTLY u.r! MOVEMENT CONSTITUTES THE rfEMBT];R ORGANIZATIONS 
OF CCCO AND THE STAFF RESOURCES OP SCLC. SOME TIME HAS BEEN 
st>ENT ST'?ENGTH::NING and Otll^NTIklG XaEST: PRESENT POftCES, BUT 
TH'^y MUST BE SUPPLEMENTED l^lMEl>iATELY BY ADDlTIOliAL POirER 
FACXORS './HIGH WILL HELP US ORGANI&i AND iiAISE ISSUED BEFORE THE 
ENTIRE CHICAGO COMMUNITY. 

PORLMOST AMONG THESE POVfER FACTORS IS THE CHURCH. THE

MUST HAVE A FULL UNDERSTANDING OF THE "SLUM COLONY" AND THE

THUS , OUR PROGRAM DURING THE NEXT TWO MONTHS IS GEARED

ADDED FIFTEEN MILLION D0LUR3 TO THE NEGRO COMMUNITY'S 
PURCilASING POWER BE OBTAINING JOBS. THE BREADBASKET CONCEPT 
IS A SIMPLE ONE IN WHICH A NEGRO MINISTEE PUTS PRESS U;<E ON 
EMPLOYERS TO HIRE AND UPGRADE MORE NEGROES, ESPECIALLY MEMBERS 
OF THEIR OMN CONGREGATIONS. 

OTHER ORIENTATION AND INDOCTtllNATION METHODS SHALL INCLUDE: 

THE ESTABLISHED OF UNIONS TO END SLUMS. THESE NEIGHBORHOOD 
Oi<GANIZATIONS ./ILL SERVE AS A NETWOi^K OP PROTECTION AGAINST i. 
INJUSTICE IN HOUSING, AND AS A POTENTIAL SOUflCE OF ECONOMIC 
POVnSR. THE UNIONS TO END SLUMS ARE BEING ORGANIZED ON A DOOR- 
TO -DOOR- BASIS TO B/.RGATN. C0LLECTI7ELY '.'ITH LANDLORDS AND THE 

CITY IN AN EFFORT TO CHANGE THE CONDITIONS WHICH CREATE 
SLUMS. ULTIMATELY THEY WILL PROVIDE PROTECTION AGAINST EVICTION

THE AGES OF 16 and 25. MANY OP THESE ARE IN GANGS OR ARE JWIPTING 
IDLY FROM CORNER TO CORNER. THIS GROUP MIST BE MOBILIZED INTO AN 
ACTION UNIT, PREPARED TO DEMONSTRATE WHENEVER THE OCCASION SEEKS . 
TACTICALLY IMPORTANT. THEIfl ORGANIZATION MUST BE IN THEIR OVJN

A source, who hsus furnished reliable Informatiori, 
in the past, euivlsed on January 7, 1966, that MARTIN ^ 
LUTHER KING. JR., President, Southern Christian Leadejrg^hip 
GonferenceJ^LC), and two of his aides, ANDREW J&pUNG 
and BERKAR5l^EE, arrived at International Airport, Los 
Angeles, at 3:10 PM on January 7, 1966,.vla TWA Flight 27 
from Chicago. No one was o'bserved to meet KING and his 
party at the airport and no representatives of the press 
or other news media were observed meeting KING and 
apparently they were not aware of his arrival in Los Angeles. 

KING and his party rented a car froir. Avis Rent- 
A-Car, a late model Plymouth, California license RTJ 789, 
departing from the airport soon after their arrival and 
indicating that they were going to the Statler Hilton 
Hotel in downtown Los Angeles, but instead they registered 
at the Hyatt House, 55^7 West Century Boulevard, Los 
Angeles, nearlhe International Airport, occupying Rooms 
217, 220, and 221. 

This source further advised that the Los Angeles 
Police Department (LAFD) intended to give KITJG around-the- 
clock security coverage during his stay in Los Angeles by 
assigning two or three men to this detail.

In making his reservation, J. T, JOHNSON gave 
the Hyatt House as his telephone number. Room 217, and 
he also furniihed the telephone number of 731-2456, which 
is the phone for the SCLC Office, 2400 South Western 
Avenue, Los Angeles. 

The first source advised that J. T. JOHNSON 
was not registered at the Hyatt House, although he was 
known to be there at least part of the time while KING 
and his party were registered there.
